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MARKET  REVIEW 

During  the  three  weeks  ended  May  6,  sugar  sales  gained  in  relationto 
last  year  but  for  the  year  to  that  date,  remained  at  a  lower  level.  The 
unusual  spring  weather  in  many  parts  of  the  country  no  doubt  has  been 
a  factor . 

Deliveries  of  sugarfor  U.  S.  consumption  through  May  13were  reported 
as  3,348,000  tons  or  20,000  tons  less  than  for  the  same  period  last 
year.  Compared  with  last  year,  cane  sugar  refiners'  deliveries  were 
up  113,000  tons  while  beet  sugar  processors'  deliveries  were  down 
127,000  tons. 

Inventories  (preliminary)  of  raw  and  refined  sugar  held  by  cane  sugar 
refiners  on  April  29  amounted  to  80  7  ,  000  tons  -  -  about  40  ,  000  tons  more 
than  a  year  earlier.  Arrivals  during  the  month  would  suggest  that  the 
inventories  when  finally  determined  will  turn  out  to  be  substantially 
larger . 

Inventories  of  refined  beet  sugar  at  the  end  of  April  amounted  to 
1,304,000  tons  --  204,  000  tons  less  than  on  April  30  ,  1966  .  However , 
the  harvest  of  over-wintered  sugarbeets  in  California  which  had  been 
delayed  for  about  sixweeks  because  of  heavy  rains  finally  got  under  way 
in  late  April.  The  harvest  of  1966  crop  sugarbeets  in  the  Imperial  Valley 
of  California  and  in  Arizona  is  also  under  way  now.  These  facts  should 
improve  the  beet  sugar  inventory  and  sales  situation. 

On  May  2,  the  Department  announced  the  removal  of  limitations  on 
imports  of  raw  sugar  from  foreign  countries  during  the  second  quarter 
of  1967.  This    enables    countries    to  import    sugar  within  their  annual 

quota  at  any  time  during  the  year,  except  for  the  quantities  that  already 
have  been  committed  for  arrival  in  the  second  quarter. 

The  Department  on  May  17  declared  a  deficit  of  415,000  tons  in  the 
quota  for  Puerto  Rico  and  15,000  tons  in. the  quota  for  the  Virgin  Islands 
and  allocated  the  total  of  430,000  tons  to  the  quotas  of  Western 
Hemisphere  countries. 
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The  spot  price  for  domestic  raw  sugar  averaged  7.22  cents  per  pound 
during  April  and  7.18  cents  for  the1  first  four  months  of  1967.  During 
May  the  domestic  spot  price  was  7.27  cents  per  pound  until  May  16  when 
it  declined  to  7.22  cents. 

The  season's  average  pricing  period  for  Louisiana  raw  sugar  for  the 
1966  crop  extended  from  October  7,  1966,  through  April  27,  1967.  The 
average  price  for  the  period  was  7.  14  cents  per  pound. 

There  have  beenno  changes  in  the  wholesale  price  quotations  for  refined 
sugar  in  100  pound  bags.  By  territories  as  of  May  17  the  quotations 
were:

On  May  5,  Northeastern  refiners  announced  an  increase  of  .10  cent  per 
pound  in  the  quoted  price  for  bulk  and  liquid  sugars.  This  increase  off- 
set a  decrease  of  a  similar  amount  in  the  quoted  price  for  these  types 
of  sugars  announced  on  March  29  and  brought  the  quotation  back  to 
10.3  cents  per  pound. 

The  world  raw  sugar  spot  price  averaged  1.69  cents  per  pound  during 
January-April  1967  or  0.55  centless  than  the  comparable  average  price 
in  1966.  However,  the  world  price  climbed  from  1.7  5  to  2.50  cents  per 
pound  during  April  and  reached  2.65  cents  per  pound  on  May  9  and  10 
or  0.54  cent  above  the  quotation  for  this  period  last  year.  As  of  May  17, 
the  price  was  2.  55  cents  per  pound.  The  upward  price  movement  was 
led  by  the  futures  market  and  reflected  the  absence  of  immediately 
available  sugar  being-  pressed  on  to  the  market  regardless  of 
demand  --  a  decided  change  from  most  of  the  period  during  the  last  two 
years.    It  also   reflected  a  growing   belief  that  world  consumption  had 
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been  larger  than  previously  thought  and  was  overtaking  world  production. 
One  other  consideration  was  the  realization  that  high  molasses  and  feed 
prices  created  alivestock  feed  market  for  sugar  whenever  sugar  prices 
showed  a  tendency  to  fall  to  the  levels  which  prevailed  in  the  early  part 
of  this  year . 

Puerto  Rican  sugar  production  through  May  7,  1967  was  about  660,000 
tons  as  compared  to  671,000  tons  for  the  same  period  last  year  .Although 
the  production  of  sugar  is  running  somewhat  behind  that  for  last  year, 
the  average  sugar  recovery  in  relation  to  cane  ground  has  been  signifi- 
cantly better  this  year,  averaging  9.911  percent  compared  to  9.445 
percent  last  year. 

Hawaiian  sugar  production  through  May  6,  1967  amounted  to  316,013 
tons  as  compared  to  366,794  tons  for  the  same  period  last  year.  The 
rate  of  production  has  now  recovered  from  the  depressed  period  of  mid- 
March  to  mid-April.  During  the  last  four  weeks  production  has  been  at 
about  the  same  rate  as  last  year. 
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Allocation  of  Sugar  Quota  Deficits 

Secretary  of  Agriculture ,  Orville  L.  Freeman  on  May  17,  1967  de- 
clared a  deficit  of  415,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  in  the  sugar  quotafor 
Puerto  Rico  and  15,000  tons  in  that  for  the  Virgin  Islands .  The 
Republic  of  the  Philippines  on  January  26,  1967,  advised  the  .Depart- 
ment that  this  year  it  would  be  able  to  fill  its  own  quota  but  would  not  be 
able  to  participate  in  servicing  the  deficits  arising  in  other  areas. 

The  President  determined  on  May  11,  1967,  under  Section  204  of  the 
Sugar  Act  that  it  would  be  in  the  national  interest  to  give  the  Dominican 
Republic  a  special  allocation  of  10  5,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  of  sugar 
which  represents  a  portion  of  the  unused  Philippine  share  of  the  Puerto 
Rican  and  Virgin  Island  deficits,  and  its  prorata  share  of  the  balance  of 
these  deficits  and  of  any  other  deficits  that  might  be  declared  in  1967. 

The  President 's  decision  was  taken  in  view  of  the  unique  and  heavy  bur- 
den of  rehabilitation  expenditure  on  the  Government  of  the  Dominican 
Republic  this  year  and  is  in  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  the 
Conference  Report  on  the  Sugar  Act  Amendments  of  1965  that  he  use  his 
authorityto  assign  deficits  to  provide  additional  quotafor  the  Dominican 
Republic  if  the  political  situation  in  that  republic  warrants  such  action. 

The  Government  of  Honduras  has  notified  the  Department  that  Honduras 
will  be  able  to  fulfill  its  statutory  quota  this  year.  Accordingly,  that 
quota  has  been  established  at  5,033  tons.  This  quantity  had  previously 
been  prorated  to  other  members  of  the  Central  American  Common 
Market.  Quotas  for  those  countries  are  now  established  at  levels  which 
do  not  include  prorations  from  Honduras  . 

After  the  assignment  of  105,000  tons  of  the  unused  Philippine  share  of 
the  deficits  to  the  Dominican  Republic,  the  balance  of  the  deficits  of 
325,  000  tons  was  prorated  to  the  Dominican  Republic,  Honduras  and  the 
other  Western  Hemisphere  countries  named  in  Section  202(c)(3)(a)  of  the 
Act  on  the  basis  of  quotas  in  effect  prior  to  the  allocation  of  the  deficits. 

This  action  will  enable  countries  to  plan  their  exportations  of  sugar  to 
the  United  States  for  the  balance  of  the  year  and  also  provide  adequate 
time  for  any  country  which  may  not  be  able  to  supply  the  full  quantity  of 
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its  quota  and  deficit  prorations  to  so  notify  the  Secretary  before  August 
1.  The  Sugar  Act  provides  that  quotas  for  future  years  shall  be  reduced 
if  a  country  fails  to  supply  the  current  year's  quota  unless  the  country 
notifies  the  Secretary  of  such  failure  and  the  Secretary  finds  that  the 
failure  was  due  to  crop  disaster  or  other  force  majeure  and  the  country 
had  met  certain  other  conditions. 

Sugar  within  quotas  and  deficit  prorations  which  has  not  been  previously 
authorized  may  be  authorized  for  importation  at  any  time  this  year. 

The  deficit  determinations  and  prorations  and  revised  quotas  are  shown 
in  the  table  on  page 

Second  Quarter  Raw  Sugar  Import  Limitations  Removed 

The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  on  May  2,  1967  announced  the  re- 
moval of  limitations  upon  the  importation  of  raw  sugar  from  foreign 
countries   during   the    second   quarter  of  1967.  Sugar   within  the 

annual  quotas  of  foreign  countries  may  now  be  imported  at  anytime 
during  the  year,  except  for  the  quantity  already  committed  for  arrival 
in  the  second  quarter. 

Despite  the  large  quantity  of  raw  sugar  presently  allocated  for  impor- 
tation during  the  second  quarter,  there  has  been  a  scarcity  of  raw  sugar 
offered  for  sale.  Removal  of  quarterly  limitations  is' expected  to  ^in- 
crease the  offerings. 

On  April  19  the  Department  announced  that  the  second  quarter  limita- 
tions on  imports  of  1,150,000  tons  during  the  second  quarter  were  being 
raised  by  75,000  tons  to  a  total  of  1,225,000  tons.  Pursuant  to  the 
April  19  announcement,  applications  for  the  importation  of 
179,685  tons  of  raw  sugar  were  received  on  or  before  May  1,  the 
closing  date  announced  for  giving  priority  consideration  to  such  appli- 
cations . 

With  removal  of  restrictions  on  importations  during  the  second  quarter, 
further  set-asides  of  quota  are  no  longer  necessary  to  assure  to  the 
importer  entry  of  sugar  within  quotas.  However,  the  applications  for 
set-aside  of  quota  received  on  or  before  May  1  will  be  approved  in  all 
cases  desired  by  the  applicant.  (Federal  Register  May  9,  1967).

1.  April  1967  sugar  deliveries  for  continental  U .  S.  consumption  79 1 ,  000 
short  tons,  raw  value  (preliminary) ,  down  about  69  ,  000  tons  from  March 
1967  and  up  52,000  tons  from  April  1966,  January- April  1967  deliveries 
2,981,000  short  tons,  raw  value ,  down  25,000  tons  from  January- April 
1966.  Final  data  for  March  1967  deliveries  859,000  short  tons,  raw 
value  -  previously  published  preliminary  as  850,000  tons. 

2.  Primary  distributors'  stocks  April  29,  1967  were  2,343,354  short 
tons,  raw  value  (preliminary),  down  170,000  tons  from  a  year  ago,  and 
down  27 1 , 000  tons  from  March  31,  1967.  During  April  refiners'  stocks 
decreased  39 ,  000  tons  ,  beet  processors '  stocks  decreased  172,000  tons, 
mainland  cane  processors'  stocks  decreased  by  34,000  tons  and  im- 
porters of  direct  consumption  sugar  stocks  decreased  by  26,000  tons. 

3.  Charges  to  quotas  January  1  to  April  30,  1967  were  3,996,322  short 
tons,  raw  value,  leaving  a  balance  of  6,403,678  tons  to  be  supplied 
within  the  10,400,000  ton  total. 

4.  Regionally,  January-March  deliveries ,  1967  as  compared  to  1966 
were  down  in  all  of  the  5  regions:  Decreases  --  New  England  5.7  per- 
cent, South  4.2  percent,  North  Central  2.8  percent,  West  2.8  percent 
and  Middle  Atlantic  2.4  percent.
